You can search all day and all 
night, through the whole range of 
federal activities, and find nothing 
that even remotely compares with 


the lush bonanza the taxpayers 
have provided the barge men It la 
incredible One looks at the figures 
In disbelief 


At a cost of some four billion 
dollars, 
the 
taxpayers 
have 
provided 15.000 miles of inland 
canals, locks, dams and water 
ways Another four billion dollars 
have been spent on maintenance 
and operation of the system And 


toward this monstrous cost, the 
barge operators have contributed 
not one red erin In direct user 
payments

collects annual revenues In the

Becoming Pointless 


(In d ia na poll* M ar I 
It was one of those ‘•agonizing’* 
decisions that in the minds of 
many Americans have reduced 
law in the United States to a kind 
of 
pointless dance around a 
mythical mulberry bush. 


And IU chaos<reating potential 
was multiplied when the U S 
Supreme Court the other day 
washed it out of IU judicial hair 
An off-duty New York City 
policeman driving home after 
midnight had spotted two men 
crouched behind a car in a dark, 
nearly deserted hotel parking lot 
The men had in hand what the 
policeman later testified with 
scrupulous honesty looked to him 
like "objects .** Considering the 
men suspicious, he jumped out of 
his car, drew his gun, flashed his 
badge and shouted, ‘ Freeze 
police officer!*’ He arrested them, 
confiscating the “objects.” which 
turned out to be loaded revolvers 


In the ensuing trial one of the 
suspects pleaded guilty to illegal 
possession of a 
weapon, 
but 
subsequently appealed his con­ 
viction on grounds of seizure of his 
gun shouldn’t have been admitted 
as evidence 
The policeman’s 
action in confiscating by force an 
“objects constituted “unreason 
able 
search 
and 
seizure’’ 
under the Fourth Amendment, 
his attorney argued 


The suspect lost But one judge 
on the appeals court made that 
“agonizing’’ decision He issued a 
dissenting opinion. 


The case then went to the New 
York Court of Appeals, the state’s 
highest court, which reversed the 
lower court s rejection of the 


suspect s appeal and adopted as 
its own th# opinion issued by th# 
dissenting judge on lh# tower 
court 


Finally, on action of the district 
attorney involved, it came time 
for the case to go to the U S 
Supreme Court 
But the court, 
over the objections of three of its 
members, shrugged It refused to 
hear the case 
So, the ruling of New York’s 
highest court stands 
No con 
vie Hon. Revolver armed suspect 
free. Policeman wrong -oh, so 
wrong 


He’d have been right as rain if 
only 
he 
hadn’t 
stopped-just 
driven on Or he’d have been O K 
if he hadn't drawn his own gun and 
had merely asked the suspects, 
please, what they were up to— 
thereby risking his own life Or he 
might have lied a little in court 
and testified he saw guns, not 
"objects.” 


But no Here’s the "law,** as 
represented by 
the dissenting 
judge’s opinion, later held by New 
York’s top court, concerned with a 
hairline 
definition 
of

policeman’s probably cause ’ to 
think something illegal might be 
going on. 


“Constitutionally 
protected 
Fourth Amendment rights cannot 
be dispensed with solely because 
the results of an unreasonable 
search and seizure, made with no 
probably cause, demonstrate that 
the person whose constitutional 
rights have been infringed was in 
fact armed with illegal weapons 
Is that a pointless dance around 
a mythical mulberry bush, or isn t 
it?

Looking For Frontiers 


Suppose 
you 
were 
David 
Rockefeller, 
sitting 
alop 
the 
resources of the world’s largest 
bank, serving tm the board of 
several of the 
world’s 
most 
powerful corporations. You are 
trying to figure out how to help the 
world to get organized for the next 
fifty years. You have a problem. 
The problem is how to get richer, 
and not poorer, over the next fifty 
years. 
You sit in your office and spin a 
globe 
Two 
things, 
suddenly, 
become clear to you The first is 
that, whereas the United States 
has run out of new frontiers, the 
Soviet I aion hasn’t What if you 
had the imagination to become the 
Soviet Union’s chief developer9 
Why can't the great new frontier 
of the future be the Great Plains of 
Siberia9 
The second thought is like the 
first Clearly, the world's region of 
greatest potential wealth and 
growth- as thirsty for your ex­ 
pertise as the desert is for water— 
is the great and various new 
frontiers of “The Third World." 
What would you have to do in 
order to develop these two great 
regions? To develop the first, you 
would need 
“a relaxation of 
tension 
For the second, you 
would have to teach the world 
“interdependence." 
You 
could 
even put these two concepts 
together, if you could get the 
Soviet Umon to be "cooperative’’ 
in helping you to develop the 
underdeveloped world. The name 
of the game, in your eyes, would 
be (a) to develop the USSR and (b) 
to develop the poorer nations, with 
Soviet help. 
Marx 
was 
wrong 
about 
capitalism. 
He 
believed 
that 
capitalists always need war. What 
they need ar# underdeveloped 
markets. What they need really 
are new frontiers. They can get 
richer in peace than they do in 
war. 
When 
everyone 
is 
cooperating peacefully, what’s the 
point of war? If everyone has a 
spirit of interdependence, why go 
to the bother of war? 
Marx, in fact, had it backwards. 
It is socialism that needs war— 
wars of liberation, revolution, and 
struggle. Armed conflicts form the 


great, glorious chapters in the 
history of socialism. After that, 
everything 
is 
downhill 
What 
socialism cannot organize, and 
cannot 
cope 
with, 
is 
peace 
Socialism is a system for the 
second rate, a system to keep 
them second-rate 
lf you want 
peace with 
imagination, 
only 
capitalism will do. 
To return to David Rockefeller, 
sitting in his office His problem is 
to persuade his government and 
his fellow capitalists that it is 
better to cooperate with the Soviet 
Union than to prepare constantly 
for war. He might even come up 
with a slogan: “Make Money, Not 
War.’* 
Suppose 
that 
auto 
manufacturers, 
soft-drink 
dist­ 
ributors, 
computer 
manu­ 
facturers, 
engineers, 
farm­ 
ers, and others buy this slogan. 
Suppose that the Soviets do, too. 
The Soviets have the idea that they 
can outsmart the Americans. 
They will get the Americans to 
build up their own industrial 
capacity, 
their 
technical 
sophistication, and the efficient 
recapturing of resources from 
their rich frontier. They will let 
the capitalists build the railroads, 
the super highways, the com­ 
munication 
systems, 
and 
the 
managerial organizations. 
The 
Russians do not know how to do 
these things themselves, or at 
least not as brilliantly, quickly, 
and 
profitably. 
After 
the 
Americans make the Russians 
richer, cooperation will end, for 
the sake of Soviet independence. 
Suppose that Mr. Rockefeller’s 
goal is not heaven on earth. Fifty 
years of getting richer is good 
enough for him. Let the Russians 
try to outsmart him, if they can. 
Besides, his stool has another leg 
The Russians aren’t the only game 
in town. His sense of the world is 
not bilateral It is trilateral. 
A problem at least as interesting 
as detente with the Russians is 
detente with the Third World. 
Although 
they 
are poor 
and 
miserable, 
the 
Third 
World 
nations wish to be treated as 
equals. That, we may suppose, is 
Mr. Rockefeller’s key. He holds 
out to them riches and status—so 
that they may imagine themselves 


equal to him If necessary, he will 
even appear to feel guilty He will 
humble himself a little This will 
make everyone feel good 
in the future, the only way to 
become superrich may be to be the 
lamb of the world, lying down 
among the beasts, converting 
swords to plowshares. The new 
tool of capitalism goes by the 
name of—well, his name cannot be 
revealed But his initials are J C.
